PREP FOR DRUM CIRCLE 

Set up: Drums in half circle: 14 at a drum & 14 sitting in front of a drum 

1. Low = center High = Rim 

2. Four beat echos with teacher 

3. Teach Signal (all on rim) 

4. Repeat a 4 beat pattern. Practice signal 

5. Add partner switch chant “5,6,7,8, Hurry Don’t Be Late! 


CREATE YOUR OWN JAM RHYTHM ICE-BREAKER 

Quick version: teacher has drums for 14 the class 

1. Create a 4 beat rhythm pattern on the board. ( teacher: drum students:body) 

2. Add a bass note (or two). Play around until you land on a favorite (t: drum/s:body) 

3. Students repeat over and over (on body) while T solos over them (t: drum) 

4. Play rhythm/signal/student share/partner switch chant/ repeat. No drum? Dance in 
middle! 


CREATE YOUR OWN JAM RHYTHM ICE-BREAKER 

Extended version set up:: Circle. See set up 

1 . Play rhythm. Shakers+Movers to the middle and dance (return to spot 
when you hear the counts for the signal) 

2. Signal, stop and share (change signal words if desire 5-7 kids at a time 

3. Transition chant - all move one to the right 

4. Immediately start rhythm again 

5. Consider having a “solo” drum at the front. That student doesn’t 

have to play the prescribed rhythm. He/She can play whatever they’d like!

Rhythm 


1. Echo phrases with speech. 

2. Teacher speaks rhyme. Students clap underlined words (I, I, What) 

3. Speak the poem while clapping the underlined words and patting the other words 

4. Perform on buckets. Click the sticks on the underlined words. 


B SECTION OPTIONS 




1. Point to 8 “ice cream” beats while kids chant word rhythms 

2. Gradually take one away each time (starting with beat 8). 

3. Kids make up their own 8 beat pattern. This is the B section 

4. Consider make it 16 beats: kids can repeat their pattern twice!

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Day One: 

1. Active listening (don’t provide the visual yet). I have something brand new..what? Speak 

2. Show visual. Echo phrases with speech and clapping until memorized. 

3. Teacher performs part two of the canon with class 

4. Teacher gradually pulls students to play drum with her on part 2 of the canon 


Day Two: 


1. Echo 8 beat rhythm patterns using word rhythms: peanut butter, jam, jelly, bread 
while pointing to bread boxes. 

2. Ask students to make up their own. Repeat. Ask them to try to find one they like and 
keep it 

3. Ask 2 students to share their pattern. Have each of them teach a small group. 

The remainder of the class: practice the canon 

4. Perform: Canon - Group 1 - Canon - Group 2 - Canon - Group 1+2 = Canon
